Japan Battered 


by Violent Gales 


TOKYO (tPt — A violent Winter 
wind gtorm ripped across Northern 
Japan today after raking the east­ 
ern seaboard and at least seven 
fishing ships and a freighter were 
sunk or missing. 
Kyodo News Service reported 
four Japanese dead, including one 
victim who froe to death in sav­ 
age winds and bitter cold. At least 
35 persons were missing, 33 of 
them at sea. 
U. S. Air Force search planes, a 
U. S. Navy destroyer and Japanese 
Coast 
G u a r d 
vessels 
plowed 
through mountainous waves and 
wind-swept skies hunting the icy 
Pacific for survivors. 
A helicopter piloted by 1st Lt. 
Herbert G. Gates. Kansas City, 
Kan., 
battled 
30-knot winds 
to 
pluck 14 Japanese seamen from 
the 1388-ton freighter Handa Maru. 
Giant waves broke the vessel in 
two. 
Japanese Coast Guard vessels 
saved eight more sailors from the 
freighter, but 10 others were lost 
and presumed dead 
The 
helicopter, 
flying against 
winds twice the strength usually 
permitted for 'copter operation, 
hovered only 15 feet' above the 
white caps to haul one sailor from 
the water, five from the bridge and 
eight from the fantail. 
The U. S. destroyer Ozbourn, 
working in 40-foot waves, rescued 
three men from the Dai Nin Shin- 
ya Maru but another 21 crew mem­ 
bers were feared lost.

President Calls 


Dulles, Twining 


Into Conference 


WASHINGTON W—President Ei 
senhower held an unscheduled con­ 
ference today with Secretary of 
Secretary of State John Foster Ful- 
les and Air Force Chief of Staff 
Gen. Nathan F. Twining. 
It was the second time in two. 
days that the President had unex 
pectediy called in Dulles, his chic! 
foreign policy adviser. 
Press Secretary Jam es C. Hag 
gerty told newsmen of the confer 
ence today after Dulles and Twi­ 
ning had entered the President’s 
office. Hagerty said he could not 
tell the reason for the meeting or 
what was discusssed. 


MR. 
EISENHOWER met with 
Dulles alone for About an hour 
yesterday to discuss "four or five 
subjects” in world affairs. 
The President began working to­ 
day on his State of the Union m es­ 
sage. In this era of global respon­ 
sibility, the state of the union 
hinges m ore and m ore on the state 
of the world. 


ASKED ABOUT REPORTS that 
Mr. Eisenhower and Dulles yester­ 
day discussed in some detail the 
atom ban message of the Pope, 
Hagert said 
it 
was 
discusssed 
“but only in a general way." 
Mr. Eisenhower planned to say 
goodbye to his grandchildren later 
in the day. 
Maj. John S. Eisenhower and the 
three children. David, Barbara and 
Susanne, were expected to leave 
last night for their Fort Belvoir 
quarters, but Hagerty said “they 
changed 
their minds” 
and will 
leave today. 
Need for Improvement in 
Sewer System Told Council 


The result of a two-month study 
into the sewerage problem facing 
the Village was presented to City 
Council today at their informal 
luncheon meeting at El Mirador 
Hotel. 
The study was made 
by 
the 
sanitation 
engineering 
firm 
o f 
Foulke, Crist, and Brodie, 
of San 
Bernardino, who also made recom ­ 
mendations for improvements. 
The need for improvement in the 
present system stems from a gen- 
ral increase in population, and in 
length of stay. Since the present 
sewer system was laid in 1939, 
abo ’( 9,000 persons have moved in­ 
to the Village. 
Where they had 
stayed for two or three months, 
I he length of stay now has doub­ 
led. and there are many m o r e 
year-round residents. 


MOST OF THE NEW homes use 
cesspools. Some houses have as 
m any as three or four. About 80 
per cent of the developed land area 
has cesspools. 
The sewer now serves mainly the 
city's commercial area, lt runs in 
two main lines north and south on 
Palm Canyon Drive and Indian 
Avenue, joining at Ramon Road 
where it goes east about two and 
a half miles to the sewage disposal 
plant at the end of Calle Santa 
Cruz. 
Its northern projections are at 


Via Lola on Palm Canyon Drive, 
and Vista Chia on Indian Avenue. 


ADDING TO THE burden on the 
present system is the number of 
hotels and partm ents. The sewer 
plant has been running at capacity 
and is sometimes overloaded, lim­ 
iting the first stage of purification 
and causing emission of noxious 
odors. 
The cesspool situation is at a low 
ebb, for many parts of the Village 
are 
plagued 
with 
underground 
shelves of rock which will not al­ 
low the cesspool to operate effic­ 
iently. 
The addition of garbage disposal 
units and automatic dishwashers to 
the kitchen facilities of many home 
further fills cesspools to overflow­ 
ing. Because the cesspools of 15 
years ago were designed to be used 
three months a year, their effic- 
iciency was feasable. Nine months 
were taken in drying out the earth 
surrounding them. Now, that nine 
months is not available. 


THE NEED IS obvious, the en­ 
gineers reported. The primary re- 
quitement is a sewage disposal 
plant that will handle all m atter 
for a large city. A plan has been 
devised by the engineering firm to 
build a plant that will properly pro­ 
cess four million gallons of sewage.

Christmas 
Holiday Toll 
Exceeds 600 


All Records for 
Tragedies Broken 
During W eekend 


(By UNITED PRESS) 
More than 600 traffic deaths dur­ 
ing the "black Christmas” week­ 
end set an all time, all-holiday rec­ 
ord for slaughter on the highways. 
The three-day Christmas week­ 
end becam e the deadliest holiday 
of all tim e when the United Press 
death count passed the $88 record 
set during the four-day yuletide 
weekend 
of 
1952, 
then 
soareo 
above 600. 
The count from 6 p.m. Friday 
until midnight Monday showed a 
total of 621 traffic fatalities. There 
were 72 deaths in fires, 7 in plane 
crashes and 131 in miscellaneous 
accidents for an overall accident­ 
al death toll of 818. 


DESPITE 
THE 
REPEATED 
warnings of safety experts and the 
recent Safe Driving Day campaign, 
Americans killed each other at a 
record rate. 
"How much longer will a civil­ 
ized nation create or endure such 
más* m ayhem ?" 
asked Ned H. 
Dearborn, president of the Nation­ 
al Safety Council. 
"Let us hope and pray that the 
weekend slaughter we have jusi 
experienced will ttausutan of us 
fo m ake a New Year’s resolution 
to drive better not only over the 
New Y ear's holiday but from here 
on in." 
SOME SAFETY EXPERTS said 
privately that there are "just too 
many cars on the road.” 
Illinois had the worst holiday 
record with 46 traffic deaths. Mich­ 
igan and Texas both had 44 and 
California had 42. 
Every state in the nation added 
to the death toll except for Rhode 
Island. New Hampshire. South Da­ 
kota, Montana, and the District of 
Columbia. 


Southland Holiday 
Toll Listed at 21 
LOS ANGELES (IT — Southern 
California holiday fatalities num­ 
bered 31, a United Press survey 
showed today. Twenty-eight deaths 
resulted from traffic mishaps. 
In Los Angeles County there 
were 1681 traffic accidents report­ 
ed in which 925 persons were in­ 
jured. 
. 
The county and city jail systems 
were crowded with persons booked 
on drunk charges. Felony drunk 
driving charges were filed against 
29 persons, 283 drivers were arrest­ 
ed on misdemeanor drunk driving 
charges and 2,703 were picked up 
as drunks. 
The worst accident occurred on 
U. S. Highway 101 near Los Ala­ 
mos the day before Christmas 
when four persons were billed In 
a head-on collision. 
The breakdown showed one ac­ 
cidental shooting, one drowning, 
and a jet plane crash at Los An­ 
geles International A i r p t r t in 
which an Air Force captain was 
killed.

Airliner with 
40 Aboard. 
Safe in Fire 


BRYCE CANYON. Utah OB—An 
American Airlines plane en route 
from Los Angeles to New York 
with 40 passengers made an un­ 
scheduled landing at the Bryce 
Canyon

when an engine caught fire. 
The plane landed at 1 a.m. after 
Pilot C. W. Evans radioed Los An­ 
geles that warning lights showed 
he had a fire in the No. 4 engine. 
Evans feathered the propeller on 
that engine and m ade the landing 
without incident. 
A fire departm ent from n nearby 
town put out the fire before the 
passengers had a chaace to get off 
the plane.

SAN FRANCISCO 
Wt - The 
Feather River lashed back again 
today, pouring a new flood of 
muddy water through broken lev­ 
ees over stricken Yuba City to halt 
search for the dead. 
New cresta were also expected In 
the threatened Delta areas of San 
Joaquin and Sacramento rivers, 
but none so high as yesterday, nor 
as great as the floods that earlier 
took at least 55 lives 
at least 18 
in Yuba City—in California and 
Oregon. 
Thirteen 
deaths 
were 
counted in Oregon and 42 in Cali­ 
fornia. but scores still were miss­ 
ing and officials said there may 
be as many as 100 victims. Flood 
damage was 
expected to total 
more than 100 million dollars. 


AN ADDITIONAL 200 Air Fore* 
troops were sent into the Delta 
area today to sandbag and bolster 
the weak levee system in the 
low lying island country that Is 
criss-crossed with river channels, 
canals and sloughs. Most of these 
islands consist of agricultural and 
reclaimed land. The inhabitants al­ 
ready were evacuated and no ad­ 
ditional loss of lives was expected 
either there or at Yuba City. Very 
few persons live on the islands 
and most of them are farm ers. 
The Feather River at 5 a.m. to­ 
day stood at the 63.1-foot level 
at Yuba City with a crest of 64 
feet predicted for noon. When the 
river opened a 600-foot break in 
the levee system last Saturday, the 
river stage was 82.8. 
The only 
harm today w as that it stopped re­ 
habilitation work and the unceas­ 
ing search for the dead. 


JERUSALEM KB — Aa Israeli

Ne casualties were reported In 
the brief exchange. 
It was the third incident re­ 
ported in the border ares In two 
days. 


JERUSALEM

Israeli sources said today that 
Egpyt has reinforced its troops in 
and around the bloody Gaza Strip. 
The informants 
said that the 
equivalent of one division, pos­ 
sibly 10,000 men, is now entrenched 
in the area, scene 
of continued 
border skirmishes. "There "was no 
such force there six months ago,” 
the sources said. 
The official Israeli Army spokes­ 
man accused Egyptians of two 
border violations in the past two 
days. Maj. Dan Gov said Egyptain 
soldiers yesterday fired on an Is- 
rali patrol near Kissufim, a set­ 
tlement on the junction of the vital 
Neveg Desert water pipeline. Sun­ 
day, according to Gov, infiltrators 
attacked the settlement of Mir Yit­ 
zhak. Gov said the Israelis suf­ 
fered no casualties in either of the 
incidents. 


IN THE DELTA REGION. Army 
Engineers said the critical area 
now was between Durham Ferry 
Bridge at San Joaquin City and 
Mossdale and in three distributory 
channels, Paradise Cut, Old River 
and the m ain San Jqggpjq {liver 
channel. 
The 
levee*, engineers 
'oaid, were "rather poor” being 
mostly of sand construction. 
At Rio Vzstai In the Delta area, 
E g y p tiafP ule river reached 10.1 feet yester­ 
day and w as expected to reach 
10 5 feet today because of the high 
tide pushing up the river from 
San Francisco Bay. At Stockton, 
up river, the stage today was ex­ 
pected to be 10.7 a t high tide 
as compared with 10.6 yesterday. 
The 
flooded 
rivers 
in 
other 
areas all rose some yesterday duo 
to the new rains, but were subsid­ 
ing again today. Yuba City re­ 
mained the gloomy spot. 


Higbs and lows here the past 
three days were: Saturday. 71 
and 51; Sunday.

Syrian Cities Jolted 
DAMASCUS, Syria — An earth­ 
quake hit Damascus, and other 
Syrian cities in two three-second 
waves today. There was little dam ­ 
age. 


THE 
TASK 
OF rehabilitation 
and control appeared almost insur­ 
mountable for Yuba City authori­ 
ties and 300 additional troops were 
being brought in to augment the 
100 already there to protect liven 
and property. Lt. Col. Robert Mab- 
butt of the California National 
Guard said the fresh troops would 
come from Willows. Nevada City, 
Oroville and Sacramento. 
The flood workers faced another 
task as residents returned to de­ 
serted Yuba City. The water sup­ 
ply has become contaminated with 
the sludge of the floods and medi­ 
cal authorities prepared to innocu- 
late for typhoid. All w ater had to 
be boiled or purified by chemicals. 
The muddy waters began rising 
at the rate of three inches an 
hour during the night. Finally they 
overflowed the gap at Gum tree.

SECURITY GROUP URGES 
LEGAL OUSTER OF REDS

WASHINGTON !W — The Sen 
at* Internal Security Subcommittee 
today issued a detailed 100-page 
handbook on the American Com­ 
munist party “to counteract cur­ 
rent misinformation.’’ 
The booklet stressed the 1953 
finding of the Subversive Activities 
Control Board that the Communist 
party in the United States is con 
trolled by Russia, seeking world 
conquest and the destruction of the 
. American government. 
The subcommittee said the Com­ 
munist party Is not a political 
party because it demands rigid 
discipline, restricts its member­ 
ship, seeks to control or destroy 
other organization» and its power 
cornea down from the top— not up 
from the people. 


“IT IS IN FACT a Russian-in­ 
spired. Moscow dominated, anti- 
American quasi-military conspir­ 
acy against our government, our 
Ideals and our freedoms,” the 
handbook said. 
It said in today's complex civili­ 
zation "one can readily conceive 
the potentialities for the reaction 
of chaos” In such a group. 


The handbook, which is being 
distributed on request, also set two 
aims for an anti-Communist pro­ 
gram: 
1. “Re-education” of Commu­ 
nists by persuasion to make them 
“sane and constructive citizens.” 
2. Invoking the ful! power of the 
law against "recalcitrants” to de­ 
ter others from joining the party 
who do not yield to persuasion. 


THE BOOKLET gave “criteria 
which will be useful in spotting a 
Communist front.” It said such an 
organization probably will have a 
nucleus of party members or "re­ 
liable sympathizers" and may get 
publicity 
from 
the 
Communist 
press and other aid from the party, 
cooperate with the party and other 
fronts and supply revenue directly 
or indirectly to the Communists 
The subcommittee also listed 
"tricks employed by Communist 
fronts when faced with the threat 
of exposure or prosecution.” It said 
the organization may change its 
name, threaten Its exposers or 
dupe prominent citizens into de­ 
fending it. 
"Communist fronts, when identi­ 
fied. will immediately and vigor­ 
ously deny the charge,” the book­ 
let said.

NEW YORK (IB—The nation's 
colleges and universities reoeived 
507 million dollars in gifts and 
grants during 
the 1954-55 fiscal 
year but fell 100 million dollars 
short of estimated annual needs. 
The 210 million dollar grant re­ 
cently made by the Ford Founda­ 
tion to the nation's private colleges 
and universities was not Included 
in the survey which ended last 
July 1.

The survey was made by the 
Council for Financial Aid to Edu­ 
cation in cooperation with the 
American College Public Relations 
Association.

New Year's Eve 


Different There 


PRAIRIE DU ROCHER, IB., HI 
—About the time smartly dressed 
residents of big cities are getting 
ready to celebrate New Year's 
Eve, a band of people wearing 
grotesque masks and beggar-like 
costumes will gather in this south­ 
ern Illinois village. 
They will meet to take part In 
La Guiannee, a holiday rite that 
has been celebrated In the town a 
short distance from the Mississip­ 
pi River's banks for more than 200 
years. 
Once La Guiannee was an all­ 
male affair but now women are in­ 
cluded in the group of 20 singers 
and two or three violinists. Some 
of the members have been singing 
La Guiannee for 60 years or more. 
The same routine is followed 
year after year. After the singers 
gather, they start their tour of the 
village, trying to arrive at each 
house as quietly as possible. 
When they reach a doorway, the 
song leader and the musicians im­ 
mediately begin the song. 
The 
leader, tapping out the beat with 
a walking stick, sings a couplet as 
a solo and the group repeats it. 
This continues until the first stan­ 
za is ended and the singers pause. 
Then the householder, who con­ 
siders the visit an honor, throws 
open his doOr and the group en­ 
ters and finishes La Guiannee. 
Th¿ words of the song are In 
French patois, a language that was 
common in the years when this 
village and much of the area were 
under French control. A stranger 
may not understand the patois, 
but he can’t mistake the rapt at­ 
tention of the listeners who, al­ 
though they may have heard La 
Guiannee through a lifetime, seem 
to be hearing it for the first time. 
After the strange, plaintive air 
Is completed, there is merriment 
and the householder serves cookies 
and drinks, often made from reci­ 
pes used 200 years ago. 
Then the singers move on to 
honor another house.

SANTA CLAWS 


CITY OF THE ROSES — About this time every year 
the attention of millions of Americans is focused on 
Pasadena, California, where the world’s most famous 
Parade and original of all post season games is staged 
on New Year’s Day. It all started back in 1893 when 
the Pioneer Valley Hunt Club sponsored the first Tour­ 
nament of Roses. 
The little column of horse drawn 
surreys with fringes around their tops and roses tied to 
the spokes of the wheels attracted only a handful of 
spectators but was destined to become the world’s 
greatest floral pageant. Then in 1902 after decorated 
floats had been added to the Rose Parade a post-season 
football game between Stanford and Michigan was 
staged in the afternoon of New Year's Day at old 
Tournament Park, the scene of other post-parade 
events. 
While another post-season football game was 
not scheduled by the Tournament of Roses Association 
until 1916 Ihe stage had been set for what was to be­ 
come a double barrelled community celebration which 
has captured the nation’s attention. 
% 


The Rose Parade has now become the world’s great­ 
est TV show which, it is estimated, is viewed by 60 mil 
Hon people. Perhaps almost as many watch the Rose 
Bowl football game on television, particularly because 
all of the other bowl games have been completed by the 
time the teams line up at Pasadena. The more than a 
million and a half who turn out to see the Rose Parade 
In person and the football game which follows shortly 
creates what is also the world’s biggest traffic jam des­ 
pite the army of policemen who try vainly to keep the 
cars moving. 


From its earliest day the history of Pasadena has 
been a fascinating one. 
The story of South Orange 
Grove Avenue, the famed Millionaire Row of Pasadena’s 
Golden Age, is full of romance and riches. 
With its 
spacious landscaped lawns and turreted mansions, 
Orange Grove Avenue was the showplace of Southern 
California. It is said that a hundred milionaires once 
lived there side by side including Harkness of Standard 
Oil, Cravens of Liggett A Meyers Tobacco, W arner of 
Bord-Warners and, of course, Wrigley of W rlgley’s Gum. 


Three noted institutions which have contributed so 
much to Pasadena's fame are the California Institute 
of Technology, the famed Huntington Library and the 
Pasadena Playhouse. In its more than siMty years Cal 
Tech has become known for its research in practically 
every scientific field. It has made a vast contribution 
to the nation in times of peace and war. Perhaps Cal 
Tech’s most outstanding contribution ¡n recent years 
has been in the fields of jet Propulsion and Aeronautics. 
Huntington Library has in excess of 100,000 rare books 
and in its gallery one of the world’s most noted art col­ 
lections. Pasadena Playhouse now in its 38th year was 
the training ground for such stars as Robert Young, 
Randy Scott, Victpr Mature, Robert Preston and Elean­ 
or Parker, under the tutorage of its noted director Gil­ 
more Brown. 


Tourists still spend the winter — and Pasadenans 
■till frolic — at two of the Rose city’s oldest hotels; the 
famous Green Hotel which was built by Hetty Green in 
1898 and the Huntington, now the Huntington-Sheraton. 
While the famous old Green has not retained its clien­ 
tele like the Huntington-Sheraton its modern Terrace 
Room is one of the most popular spots in the town. The 
plumbing may be old but otherwise accommodations 
are still luxurious at the Huntington-Sheraton whose 
Ship Room is always popular with Pasadena’s younger 
s e t 


With its population now numbering around 120,000, 
R« 110 churches and modern shopping district, Pasa­ 
dena has kept pace with the growth of other Southern 
California communities. The city has always been and 
■tlllis, predominantly Republican in politics. It is said 
that they even gave a majority to Alf Landon!

WELL, now having gleaned the 
contributions this column seems to 
have been filled with a minimum 
of personal effort, a procedure 
which always has my hearty ap­ 
proval. 
. 


In addition to the manifestations 
described in our previous article, 
there is gradually seen involvement 
of the nerve and muscle structures 
with a wasting of muscles which 
frequently are found in a state of 
spasm. 
The nerve reflexes are exagger­ 
ated. There is also change in the 
circulation, evidenced by coldness 
and 
excessive sweating of the 
hands and feet, by paroxysms and 
painful contraction of the blood 
vessels, with the skin appearing 
white or bluish, and by changes 
in the sensation. 
Skin conditions may also appear 
even to the extent of blood spots.

SOMETIMES CHANGES occur 
in the eyes of an inflamatory na­ 
ture. 
Adhesions

seen forming on the heart wall, 
extending to the pericardium or 
sac which covers the heart, and 
interfering with the heart's work. 
With a failure to properly treat 
the above conditions, 70 per cent 
of those having Rheumatoid Ar­ 
thritis tend to progress unfavor­ 
ably. 
Thirty per cent seem to improve 
spontaneously, but may again have 
recurrence. Unfortunately, it is 
not possible to predict the future 
course of the individual untreated 
patient. The usual unfavorable fea­ 
tures are a slowly developing con­ 
dition which persists as an active 
arthritis for more than a year. 


ALTHOUGH THERE IS no cure 
that can at this time be promised 
for Rheumatoid Arthritis, the ac­ 
tive manifestations of the disease 
can be reversed and under proper 
medical management, they are 
amenable to varying degrees of 
control. 
Cortisone and the various deriv-

ativcs of this substance have come 
to render the most consistent bene­ 
fits in the treatment of this form 
of arthritis. After observing its 
value for over four years, it has 
been found that about 23 per cent 
of the patients with Rheumatoid 
Arthritis have definitely returned 
to 
almost 
a 
normal condition. 
Twenty-eight per cent experienced 
relatively good improvement, 42 
per cent minor improvement, and 
only seven per cent failed to de­ 
rive benefit from the use of this 
substance. 
It is very impressive to note that 
the cortisone substances, which are 
hormones derived from glandular 
tissue, show a very good response 
to treatment 
in the first few 
months of their use. Early recov­ 
ery. with good functional capacity 
! and the restoring of the ability to 
work, has been seen in the rehabili­ 
tation of these early patients. 


WHILE MUCH improvement has 
occurred in the chemical prepara­ 
tion of the various cortisone prod­ 
ucts, some of these substances as 
yet produce annoying side effects, 
such as psychic disturbance, ac­ 
cumulation of water content in 
the body tissues, abnormal visual 
disturbance. But these are becom­ 
ing less evidenced in the newer 
preparations that have recently 
become available for treatment. 
Again, let me say that while all 
of this discussion seems very fore­ 
boding, the progress being made 
seems quite certain, and the al­ 
leviation of this form of arthritis 
is improving to an extent that 
makes it much less formidable.

WASHINGTON - Russia is rac­ 
ing the U.S. to the Antarctic. 
The Soviet is establishing three 
permanent bases there, to be built 
and supplied by air. 
The U.S. has a ship expedition 
enroute to the Antarcitic. 
Xhe Reds are actively negotiating 
for two far-flung air routes to the 
southern polar region. One is via 
Cairo, Egypt, and Johannesburg. 
South Africa The second route is 
Teheran, Iran, Karachi, Pakistan. 
Jakarta. Indonesia, and Fremantle, 
Australia. Unlimited flying privi­ 
leges are being sought from all 
these countries. 
Both 
routes 
traverse 
crucial 
strategic areas, and would place 
Soviet planes in the vicinity of key 
Allied bases. 
The sites Russia has selected for 
its three Antarctic bases are in the 
Knox Coast section. The exact 
location of the main operating base 
is: Latitude 67 degrees, no min­ 
utes. S; longitude 80 degrees, 105 
minutes, E. 
Significantly, this principal So­ 
viet installation is in between a 
group of bases being established 
by the U.S. and New Zealand. 
Also, the Kremlin's expedition 
will equal that of the U.S., and 
may even be larger. The Reds’ in­ 
cludes units from all the armed 
services, as well as scientists and 
numerous specialists. 
The Navy’s expedition has ura­ 
nium-detecting 
equipment 
to 
search for that vital ore in the 
Antarctic. 


NOTE: Those recent airborne 
tests at Fort Worth, Tex., of an 
atomic reactor for a plane indi­ 
cate this type of propulsion will 
first be applied to large cargo com­ 
bat aircraft. That's the opinion of 
Atomic Commissioner Willard Lib­ 
by.

The World of Women is a 
G ood One in the Year 1955

NEW YORK or—Almost every 
way you look at 19S5 as it goes in­ 
to history, it was one of the better 
years of our lives. 
More women employed than ever 
before . . personal income at an 
all-time high . . coat of living 
near a standstill . . consumer 
(pending soaring . . birth and 
death rate fairly steady . . and 
many a child saved from death or 
nrippling by a wondrous product 
nf the test tube, the Salk vaccine. 
But it was not a year without 
its shadows too. There was the 
frightening 
problem of juvenile 
crime: 
the mountainous task of 
providing more teachers and class­ 
rooms for school children; personal 
suffering for a woman whose fa­ 
mous husband had a heart attack. 
First, a look at how the year af­ 
fected the family budget. 


More Outside Jobs 
Approximately 
1,000,000 
more 
women held jobs outside the home 
in 1955 than in 1954. This year's 
total, as estimated by the women's 
bureau, the U. S. Department cf 
Labor, was 20.500,000. Personal in­ 
come was at a new high. But con­ 
sumer spending also set new rec­ 
ords. much of it on-credit buying. 
The Federal Reserve Board said 55 
out of every 100 families owed 
money on an installment purchase. 
The cost of living, which im­ 


mediately after World War II, 
climbed by leaps and bounds, set­ 
tled down with only fractional 
changes in the year. 
helping to keep the family budg­ 
et in line was the record supply of 
food at stable prices. 
On the medical front, the year 
was notable for the crippling blow 
struck at "the great crippler." 
In April, results of the 1984 mass 
inoculations of children with polio 
vaccine developed by Dr. Jonas 
Salk were announced. The vaccine 
was called safe and 80 to 90 per­ 
cent effective. The American Med­ 
ical Association called the results 
"one of the great events in the his­ 
tory of medicine.” 


Birth Rate Down 
The birth rate showed a very 
slight decline in 1955: the death 
rate rose a fraction. The National 
Office of Vital Statistics said the 
birth rate through September — 
the latest figure available — was 
24.8 
\000 persons, compared 
with xf» in 1954. The death rate 
thrjm’h September was 9.3 per 
l.obc^ompared with_ 9.2 last year.

rates.

BOSTON im—Twenty-seven-year- 
old Leo Caffrey Jr. of Pawtucket, 
R. I., scarcely would be the ideal 
working companion In a post of­ 
fice.. 
He ticks. Just like a clock — or 
a time bomb, if you're the imagi­ 
native type. 
Caffrey, a former caterer, Is 
pretty proud of his ticking. He is 
one of the few men in the world 
with a plastic heart valve. The 
Hufnagle valve, inserted into the 
aorta of his heart, 
accounts for 
the ticking. It also accounts for 
his being alive today. 
A year ago, Caffrey was given 
two years to live.

What if Pea-Sized Meteor 
Hit Basketball-Sized Moon?

NEW YORK, (IP - If' Ameri­ 
ca’s 
man m ade, 
basketball-size 
baby moon, going 18,000 m iles an 
hour, should m eet a meteorite the 
size of a pea, moving in from out­ 
er space at 90,000 m iles an hour, 
what would happen” 
Simple, said the expert. 
The 
meteorite would go right through 
the 
satellite. 
And if the 
baby 
moon 
were 
pressurized? 
Poof! 
There goes pressurization 
The expert w as Dr. Homer E. 
Newell of the 
Naval 
Research 
Laboratory, which will have a lot 
lo do with making, and using, the, 
first space frontier vehicles which 
this country hopes to set orbiting 
the Earlh some tim e before the 
end of 1959. 


AT A PRESS CONFERENCE at 
the Hayden Planetarium, on the 
occasion of the 
unveiling ot 
a 
m odel of an artificial satellite built 
by Popular Science' Monthly, Dr. 
N ewell was asked: 
"How big a meteorite can the 
satellite anticipate m eeting?” 
"It probably would not collide 
with any large one.” Dr. Newell 
said. 
"There 
probably will 
be 
plenty of space 
dust—microm e­ 
teorites, they're called: they won't 
penetrate but they might erode its 
skin,” 
Dr. Newell said if a shooting 
pea from space de-pressurized a 
satellite, 
"its 
equipment 
would 
start to malfunction.” However, if 
the satellite were not pressurized 
inside, it could be that the pellet 
would zip through without materi­ 
ally 
disturbing 
the 
moon's 
in­ 
nards. 
"What's the probability of its 
m eeting a pea-size meteorite” 
"It's very, very low,” the scien­ 
tist answered. 
"Less than the probability of 
having an auto accident between 
here and New Haven?" 
"Much less," said Dr. Newell.

He disclosed that

How sad it was to see the peo­ 
ple of Ihe "Promised Land" in 
Israel and Jordan so intensely 
angry with one another. There was 
no spirit of Peace on Earth, Good 
Will to Man. Instead there were 
barricades and armed soldiers. To­ 
day it is the same. 


DESPITE THE 
BARRICADES 
and political differences, Moslems, 
Jews, Christians, Catholics all look 
upon the shrines with reverence. 
Nazareth, built on a hillside, looks 
now as it must have looked 2000 
years ago, except for more modern 
buildings. There is the market 
where Joseph and Mary trod to 
get their supplies, which is a com­ 
bination of donkeys bearing Christ­ 
ian Arabs, flies swishing over dates 
and oranges, and numerous ped- 
dlars and beggars. 
The Church of the Annunciation 
eovers the holy spots. First attract­ 
ing our attention was the place 
where the Angel Gabriel is sup­ 
posed to have appeared to Mary 
to tell her that she had found grace 
with God, would conceive a son, 
and his name would be Jesus. 
‘‘He shall be great and shall be 
called the Sen of the Most High. 
And the Lord God shall give unto 
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him the throne of David his fath­ 
er; and he shall reign in the house 
of Jacob forever. And of his king­ 
dom there shall be no end." 
We stepped into the cave that 
was the home of Mary and Joseph 
for people in the olden days lived 
in caves for protection and warm­ 
th. There was a large room that 
was a combination living, bedroom 
and kitchen. An opening through 
the rocks took the smoke and 
fumes to the outside. Adjoining was 
another cave where Joseph had his 
carpenter shop and where Jesus 
helped his father. 


THESE PLACES ARE below the 
floor of the Annunciation, built by 
the Franciscans in the year 1730. 
Nearby is a church belonging to 
the Greek Catholics which stands 
on the site of the Synagogue where 
Christ confounded the priesu 
We 
followed the 
approximate 
route that Jesus traveled from 
Nazareth to Tiberias on the Lake 
of Galilee, passing the fountain of 
Kafr Kenna described as the foun­ 
tain where water was drawn which 
Jesus changed into wine for a wed­ 
ding feast. We stood on the shores 
of Galilee and gazed out on one 
of the most beautiful seas one could 
ever 
behold. 
Mountains 
which 
press round the lake on the south­ 
west stand off from it on the north 
to form a vast amphitheater, whose 
arena is the fertile plane of Gens- 
zareth. the principal theater of the 
preaching and miracles of Christ, 
On the north an alluvial plan 
marks the mouth of the Jordan 
river. 
As we gazed over this beautiful 
sea we thought of the time that a 
great storm churned the lake, and 
the apostles, frightened to death as 
their boat shivered in the storm, 
awakened Jesus. Calmly Christ 
commanded the winds and the sea 
to be calm, and the winds and sea 
obeyed. 


WE 
JOURNEYED 
THEN 
to 
Bethlehem to see the spot where 
Christ was born. Bethlehem stands 
on g prominent rocky height with 
hills sloping down in a succesion 
of vine, olive, almond and fig clad 
terraces to a valley. Many of the 
houses show a Spanish influence, 
but most of the people live in small 
huts made of stone. 
Holy spots in Bethlehem are 
covered by the Basilica of the Na­ 
tivity and Church of St. Catherine. 
The first church was built in the 
year 325 during the reign of Em­ 
peror Constantine who ordered the 
construction, at public charge, of 
monumental churches to commem­ 
orate the three principal events of 
Jesus' life. The church was badly 
damaged a couple of hundred years 
later, so Emperor Justinian or­ 
dered the old church pulled down 
and new one constructed. The old 
mosiac floor was covered with two 
feet of imported soil and a new 
pavement was laid at a higher 
level. Moslems and Christians in 
succeeding years used the church. 
Kingdoms rose and fell through the 
years but the church was apareo, 
although it had greatly deterior­ 
ated. The dangerous condition of 
the edifice caused British authori­ 
ties in 1933 to order a structural 
survey. This brought to light the 
ancient mosaic floor, 
which 
we 
viewed through an opening since 
constructed. 


THE CHURCH is entered through 
a narrow, low opening. Through a 
long cave you proceed. Near the 
great Choir you descend two flights 
of many steps to the Grotto to 
stand before the Altar of the Na­ 
tivity. The floor beneath the altar 
is 
incased 
with white 
marble, 
where, fitted intn the paving, shines 
a Vermillion star which is surround­ 
ed by an inscription designating 
the spot where Jesus was born. On 
the north side of the grotto is the 
TUESDAY ........................................ 
place where Jesus was placed in 
the manger and where came the 
first of the wise men to adore the 
new born child. Opposite the man­ 
ger has been erected an altar de­ 
dicated to the Wise Men who came 
from the East to Bethlehem under 
the guidance of a star. 
We travelled the winding road 
from Bethlehem to Jerusalem, a 
distance of six miles, noting all 
along the way donkeys bearing 
heavy loads, Arabs and their wives 
going or coming from the market 
Or the fields, shepherds on the hill- 
sies. At spots we could see the 
Dead Sea across the Desert of 
Judah. We could see memmants of 
an old aqueduct built by Pontius 
Pilate in the first century A. D. 
We entered Old Jerusalem through 
the Damascus Gate, one of the 
seven gates into the walled city, 
inhabit the city, but Old Jerusalem 
truly remains the Holy City. 


WE FOLLOWED the narrow and 
crooked, sometimes steep streets 
to enter the Holy Sepulchre, the 
huge, old church that covers Gol­ 
gotha. the place of the cross and 
the tomb. The Emperor Hadrian, 
wishing to wean the Christians 
from their veneration of places so 
dear to the piety, caused these 
places to disappear under the ter­ 
race of a pagan temple. Thus they 
remained until the fourth century, 
when the building of Hadrian was 
pulled down by order of Constan­ 
tine. Golgotha and the Holy Sepul­ 
chre reappeared as they were on 
the day of the Crucifixion. This 
splendid edifice was destroyed in 
614 but later was restored. The 
edifice was enlarged in the time of 


the Crusaders and although de­ 
spoiled of its early splendour and 
disfigured by later additions, it was 
restored in most part by the Fran­ 
ciscans. 
In front of the Holy Sepulchre is 
a large paved court leading to the 
facade of Crusader architecture. 
Passing through we came to a 
piece of polished red stone which 
stands, we are told, where once 
stood an oratory in memory of the 
annointing of the lifeless body of 
Christ, according to Jewish cus­ 
tom, before the body was placed 
in the tomb. Each of us held light­ 
ed candles to pass into the Ro­ 
tunda where we saw a high cupula 
supported by 18 massive pillars. 


IN THE CENTER of the Rotunda 
is the tomb that held the body of 
Jesus. Only a portion of the orig­ 
inal remains but is the ordinary 
type of Jewish tomb. It was com­ 
posed of two chambers, one com­ 
municating 
with 
the 
other 
by 
means of a low door. The first serv­ 
ed as the vestibule, and in it the 
relatives congregated to mourn 
the dead. In the second was a 
couch cut into the stone for the 
corpse. The entrance was closed 
by a rounded massive slab, which 
rolled in its groove. 
We then climbed 15 feet to the 
tup of rocky Golgotha by a steep 
flight of steps. There we stood be­ 
fore the altar that allegedly covers 
the same rock which held the cross 
and 
where Jesus 
expired. 
Be­ 
tween the columns which support 
the altar is a silver disc covering 
the place where the cross was fix­ 
ed. On each side of the disc are 
black marble 
marks to fix the 
place where the crosses of the two 
thieves crucified with the Saviour 
are supposed to have stood. 
We left the walled city by the 
Damascus Gate to climb Mount 
Moriah in memory of the sacrifice 
of Abraham. In the mosque Kub- 
bet es Sakra (the dome of the 
Rack) we viewed the rock where 
Abraham would have sacrificed his 
son Isaac on the pyre. The Jews 
have held this rock sacred through 
the centuries. So have the Moslems 
for it is their belief that Moham­ 
med. riding his magnificfnt steed, 
a gift of the Archangel Gabriel, 
came from Mecca to Jerusalem 
and prayed on this rock before re­ 
suming a course towards heaven. 
Legend says that at the end of the 
world the trumphet of Judgment 
will resound from the Rock and 
that upon it God will place his 
Throne. 


OUR NEXT DESTINATION was 
the Mount of Olives, which is quite 
a distance from Damascus Gate 
but just across the valley from the 
walled city. It was at the foot of 
the mountain in the Garden of 
Gethsemane that the Master used 
to come and pray. It was here that 
he spent the most sorrowful hours 
of all his sorrowful passion the last 
night. Seven venerable olive trees 
stand in the garden and they are 
believed to be the same, or the 
shoots of the same trees under 
which Christ often stood 
It was 
in this olive grove that it is be­ 
lieved Judus betrayed Christ. It 
was here that the Apostles gather­ 
ed around him after his resurrec­ 
tion to see the Christ ascend into 
Heaven. 
We left these holy spots that had 
taken us back in history some 2000 
years to again see realistically that 
what the suffering Christ endured 
still exists among peoples of the 
world. Arabs and Jews, living side 
by side for centuries finally de­ 
termined religious differences, poli­ 
tical differences, heritage differ­ 
ences could not be peacefully set­ 
tled. Hatreds and war resulted 
More war may be in the offing. 
Perhaps in time peace again shall 
reign, and the land of the Saviour 
really will be the Promised Land.

Emotional Stability 


is Dieting Factor 
ITHACA, N. Y„ (If) - If you plan 
to go on a diet to reduce, make 
sure you're emotionally stable be­ 
fore you start. That's the advice 
of two Cornell University psy­ 
chiatrists. 
Dr. C. Douglas Darling and Dr. 
John Summerkill tested 29 students 
who undertook a supervised diet 
and found that emotionally stable 
persons had four times as much 
chance of successful dieting as 
those who showed sign of emotion­ 
al instability. 
The scientists pointed out that 
nearly all excess weight comes 
from over-eating, and that what 
often causes over-eating is a minor 
emotional stress. But a serious 
emotional stress may be made 
worse when a person tries to cut 
down on eating. 
The tests showed that a few of 
the Cornell dieters appeared tense 
or distressed, did not have as many 
friends at school and were not 
happy at home.- The successful 
dieters were 
elert, 
had 
many 
friends, and had contented home 
lives. They had adjusted to being 
over-weight, but had decided to 
reduce to "look better.”
